The trial of the Heath case took on 


more souHational form yesterday thun a 
uny time during the progress of th 
case.

trudicliug the testimony given by 
number of witnesses on material am 
various points.

previous day, the testimony of B. J 
Boliuid was the target aimed at by 
number of witnesses who disputed hi 
sla turnouts in positive terms. 


Ifowever theuliimix was readied w lei 


Mrs, Martha E. Feathers ton not on ' 
contradicted the evideiico of JudijoM. K 
Harris, but at the same time set fortl 
that there was :i meeting of not lee 
than five persons held at Judge Harris 
residence within a half hour after HIL 
murder. 


The prosecution is reticent with regard 


to what is to follow this evidence of ; 
conspiracy, while the defense say tlia 
the witness is mistaken as to the date 
and has converted an ordinary even! 
which occurred ut another time into 
sensational evidence that will be met 01 
the rebuttal of tbe defense. 


MOItNINO HIiKBION. 


W. It. McL-'arlane, of the Morse de- 


' lectivc agency, testified in eontradictioi 


of ex-Sheriff Hensley, that about No- 
vember 1,1892, he told witness and W 
P. Thompson that Seaward had tok 
him within n day or two after the mur- 
der that he siiwllcath and another man 
on Stanislaus street near McWhirter'e, 
as he came in from the Helm ranch. 


1'. F. Per.k teetilied that he saw E. .1. 


lloland at Mrs. Palmer's place in Wash- 
ington colony in June or July, 1892. On 
cross-examination he said he did not 
know, six months ago, that Mrs. I'ulmci 
WUK to he a witness. 


K, S. Pendleton waa called to describe 


the conditions surrounding his premises 
oppo&ite Dr. Coopor'e. He did not con- 
tradict anything brought out before. 


Mr. Johnson offered the judgment 


roll in the lloland divorce suit in evi- 
dence. K was ruled out as imiimteria . 


Mrs. N. It. McWhirter tcstillcd that 


(ieor^e McWhirter had a "mall rillo 
during his etuy in 18'JO and 1891, whic i 
was packed in a trunk at the time he 
left in 18511, and was not taken ont.until 
about two days before they went to the 
mountains in 1802. They took it with 
them and it was loft at the ranch on 
their return.

Homer Pal mo r, 
BOH of Mrs. Cora 


Palmer, testified that be lived on his 
mother's ranch in 18S)2 and was ac- 
quainted with E. J. Doland ; eaw him at 
the ranch August '28, 1892, nbout 11.80 
p.m. His mother afterwards drove to 
town with him that night in a phaeton. 
He did not remember when Boland had 
i>ecn there before. His mother was at 
home the next morning. 


On croeB-oxnm iimtion he stated that 


he had been away from home after 
breakfast visiting the Pickles in the 
neighborhood and did '>ot return until 
lifter some of tbe people be was visiting 
returned from church ut EaBlon, and 
had not had anything to eat nor ha< 
been home since breakfast. 


His mother returned from Itakcrslield 


on May '2, 1892, and Doland was back at 
the ranch after that. He was positive 
his mother did not stay ut .linkers Ii eld 
until .lunc 14th. He saw lloland at the 
ranch between May 2d and August 28, 
1SD2; did not know whether his mother 
was divorced prior to August 28th or 
not, nor that his mother testified that 
the Pickles visited the llolands that 
Sunday. 


Mrs. Martha E. Fcatheraton testified 


that on the morning of the murder she 
lived on the cast side of O street on 
the south side of the Advcntist church. 
Judge Harris' residence was en the op- 
posite Hide of the street, and further 
south, !.hc porch being in plain sight. 


Her family consisted of herself and 


her nephew, Tup 
M alone, who was 


employed in Webster's drug store, and 
slept there. He had left for the store 
about 1 o'clock, and she had retired for 
the night. 


It wa3 a hot night, and she arose and 


opened the window of the bed room on 
the north side of the house, and while 
at the window eho heard the shooting; 
counted live shots, and thinking she 
bad been asleep but a short time, be- 
came apprehensive that her nephew 
might have been in trouble. 


As she was looking out of the north 


window she saw a nmn come across 0 
street from towards Maripoaa, walking 
very fast, and went down tbe sidewalk 
past her house out of sight, going sont.li 


She then heard a buggy come up in 


front of Judge Harris' residence Im-ji 
Tulare street and Bho went out on Imr 
porch ; heard Judge Harris' voice tm 
his porch ; presently a hack drove up 
and two men got out ami went into the 
bouse ; were there a few minutes ; came 
out and drove away. Aflerwan-'-i she 
heard the buggy drive off and presently 
came hack and drove away again. 


On cross-examination she said that 


she was a widow; had lived in Fresno 
eight years; came here from Visalia, 
where she lived one year, and from 
Texas to Visalia. 


There were umbrella trees in her yard 


anil J ndge Harris' residence was diagon- 
ally across the street, about 100 feet 
further down tho block. Her house set 
back about twenty feet from the street. 


The night was light enough to enable 


her to distinguish forms, but not to dis- 
tinguish persons 
She and her nephew 


bail been writing letters that night and 
he had remained late. She had been 
asleep when she got up to open the 
window and heard a shot and a short 


three or four shots in rapid succession. 
Her impression was that her nephew had 
had nbout time to get to tho court house 
park, and she went out on tho porch 
to ask Judge Harris, whose voice she 
recognized, to go down and see if he was 
safe, hut fearing she would be ridiculed 
she refrained. 


Detective McFarlano rflmc to inter- 


view her one day last week; she could 
nnt remomltcr tho day, though ques- 
tioned closely. 
Ho said lie was tracing 


ft huggy in tbe vicinity of Judge Harris' 
bouse on the night of tho murder, and 
asked what she knew of the matter and 
she told him. Sho had also told her 
nephew. Sho had told Mrs. William 
Fahcy soon after the murder about see- 


ing tho buggy at Judge Harris* and tl 
men on the porch, but did not tell lit. 
about the hack.

Going hack to the shooting, she B»K 


that when she heard the shots sh 
knelt at the north window to evade i 
tree in the yard in looking out on 0 
street; and soon after saw the ma 
coming across from the direction of th 
shooting. 
That was a few minute 


after tbe shooting. 


A few minutes later she heard 


street, turn into O street from Tulare 
and turn and stop in front of Judg 
Harris' bouse: did not see it turn ; wn 
still at the window and heard it tun 
and stop and footsteps go up to th 
louse. That was a few minutes afte 
tbe man passed ; not over twenty-live o 
thirty minutes after the shooting. 


Witness then went oil! on the fron 


porch and heard the footsteps of three 
persons go to the house. A black, top 
buggy was standing in front of lh< 
icuse with the lop down ; the horses 
leaded toward Tularo street; could no 
seethe horses; saw two or three met 
on the porch. Bid not call out; though 
Mrs. 
Harris had come home; recognizet 


Judge Harris' voice. They talked a 
moment and two of them went into tin 
house; there was a light inside am 
could see persons as they pusEed in and 
out. 


Saw the men pass in; they madeeome 


noise and were talking. Presently a 
liack or closed carriage with lights came 
up Tulare streets from towards town, 
came into 0 street and turned ant 
stopped on the opposite side of the 
uuggy from me. Two men got out ant 
went into tho bouse. They walked in 
( uickly and went up on the porch ; the 
door opened; they did not ring; the 
other two let them in and the door was 
8 lilt. 


Before they went in I heard the voice 


if Judge Harris distinctly on the norch, 
nit could not bear what he said. Thcj 
were talking and laughing as they went 
n. They were in the house five or ten 
ninutes. Saw the lights in the back. 
)id not notice tho driver or whether 
they hitched the team. 


Tbe men then cume out of the house 


and two of them got into the back ; 
leard the door slum and the hack drove 
away down Tulare street. When the 
men came out, Judge Harris and the 
other man came out with them on tho 
torch, talked and laughed and then 
rent back into the house. Do rift know 
what had become of the tlftb man. Am 
positive this occurrence did not take 
ilacc on some night other than that of 
he murder. 


Went back into the house after tho 


hack left Harris' ; in ten or fifteen tnin- 
ites heard 
tho buggy leave; about 


wcnty or twenty-five minutes after that 
leard a buggy drive up again; heard 
footsteps go into Harris' house and in 
an instant came back and tho buggy 
[rove off. 


On redirect witness stated that she 


saw Judge Harris and Terry on the side- 
walk in front of Harris' house in con- 
crsation between 7 and 8 o'clock; they 


walked a little WIIVH toward Maripoea 
trcct; then back past the house towards 


t the gate to talk and went up to Mari- 
;osa street toward the court house ; they 
eemcd undecided which way tn im, 
A few minutes later saw Terry como 
ack and walk hack r.::d forth two or 
lireo times in front of Harris' bouse, 
jatcr in tho forenoon saw him again in 
he same locality, and later in the fore- 
oon saw Harris and Terry there to- 
gether. 


On cross-examination she stated that 
lie knew at the time that Terry lived 
in O street on the corner across Tulare. 


le was Hweeping the yard when ebe 
aw Terry and Harris on the street; 
poke to her nephew about it when lie 
ime to breakfast. Stic had not heard 
• mt they said ; saw no extravagant 
esturcs; they did not look pale. 
She denied positively that she sus- 
ected them at the time of havhm mur- 
ered McWhirter. Witness again went 
ver her narration of the llrflt lime sho 
aw them that morning find fiaid that 
icy walked back and forth aimlessly in 
inversation ; seemed 
confused. Saw 


Inn-is again about an hour after. 
In her conversation with Mrs. Fahcy 
bout these incidents she told her about 
ie buggy driving up to Harris' resi- 
piice. and did not mention tho hack to 
er. Shedid not tell Mrs. Fahcy that 
ic thought it was (Jnuly in the hack, 
iccause lie bad had trouble with Mc- 
Vhirter. Tin noon roccds then inter- 
en ed.

C.J. Stilwell waa called at the opcn- 


ng of court to refute tho testimony of 
oolidge and 
contradicted

lent with regard to what occurred at 
10 Curtis' ranch. 
Mrs. M. E. Fcatheraton then took the 
tand again. She had had more than 
10 conversation with Mrs. Fahey about 


,his incident. Witness had one at her 
louse either the day of or tho day after 
ie murder, in which she told her about 
ie buggy coming to Harris' house. 
'itnes« denied tluit.she told Mrs. Fahev 
mt she knew nothing about what wa's 
aid to have happened there and that 
ic said she believed that. Urady had 
omcthing to do witii it. 


After seeing Harris with Terry bc- 
\veii 7 and 8 a. m., she saw him going 


t-v.v:irds bis bouse alone between i) and 
2 o'clock. Went into the house; was 
there a short time, less than half an 
hour, and went out towards Tulare 
street, angling across some vacant lots 
on the corner. Saw him again on the 
porch conversing with Terry about 
noon 
Terry was sitting on the porch ; 


saw Harris go up on tho porch and sit 
town; they were talking; do not re- 
member seeing him again that after- 
noon. 


The first time she saw Terry and Har- 


ris leave she did not think they had 
time enough to get to the court house 
nefore Terry came back, walked up and 
i own before Harris' house and then 
went in ; saw him after that on the 
porch. 


Saw Terry again between Sand 9 a.m.; 


walked from Harris* house toward Mari- 
posa street; ho walked as far as the cor- 
ner and then walked hack; I was talk- 
ing with Mrs. Ward Bradford at the 
time; she called my attention to him. 
I to went hack toward Tulare street. 
Saw him a fourth time that morning on 
tbe porch. 


Witness testified that she did not 


give Mrs.-.Faheya full account of all 
these matters. She did nut remember 
seeing Judge Harris on the day prior to 
or on the two days following the mur- 
der, nor on any other day. 


Gilbert Spankie of Kaston, and por-

.MeWliirtur'e house at dawn on Monday 
noticed the blood on tho garments am 
a yellowish tinuo, which he then took t 
he powder marks. That was before th 
body bad been stripped ; he made a sec 
ond examination after the body hut 
heen washed. 


Kay Johnson of Easton testified to

July, 1892. 


Clyde Johnson testified to seeing Bo 


land there after July 4th. 


J. E. Baker testified that on a secum 


examination, of the clothing worn b 
McAVhirter be found there was no pow 
der stains on them. Tho court thei 
adjourned to 9.30 this evening.

Counties. 


SAN- FitANX'iBco, April 3.— Hcports to 


the Associated Press from all principa 
grain producing counties of California 
are that tho outlook is excellent fo 
wheat and barley in all counties excep 
in part of the section west of tho Sai 
Joaquin river, and except the southen 
counties. In these localities lack o 
rain has been severely felt, and growinj 
^rain is in places much damaged. The 
bulk of tho output, however, is raieec 
in the remaining counties, which repor: 
that rain is needed, but that so far no 
damage has been done. On the whole 
.micas new adverse incidents intervene 
Deforc harvest, tlifc wheat yield will be 
'.n\\y up to the average, while the bar- 
ley output will not he more than aver- 
age, perhaps less. 


Reports from fruit growiua regions 


are 
uniformly 
encouraging 
for an 


enormous yield of all varieties of de- 
ciduous fruits, though in one or two lo- 
calities late frosts have injured apricots 
and peaches. Fogs in this part of tho 
etate have largely taken the place o 
rain.

KAN-KAH Cn-v, April 3.— During a rio 


this afternoon between A. P. A. and 
anti A. P. A. politicians one man wa 
killed, two mortally wounded and sev 
oral seriously wounded by stray bullets 
The trouble arose over swearing in dep 
uty marshals who attacked A. P. A 
workers. 


The riot was the culmination of bitte 


feeling between Catholics and member 
of the A. P. A., which had been mani 
fested by act and words ever since tho 
polls opened in the morning, liiots 
look place at other points earlier in the 
day between the same opposing religious 
factions. This riot took place on South 
west boulevard, very close to police sla 
tion No. 3. Only an hour before it was 
known John Ueolev, stonemason, was 
shot in tho back and forehead by Wil 
Ihun Henry Walker at tho voting place 
Tho row was over the A. P. A., to which 
(jeolcv waa violently opposed. 


It is said that 
fifty constables ap- 


pointed through Catholic influence were 
many of them irresponsible characters 
and were solely the cause of all the 
trouble. It is claimed ono of them fired 
the tirst shot. That ono was Mike Cal- 
la lan, nnd he was killed the' next mo- 
ment. Then the battle begun. Deputy 
constables at this {Killing booth an<. 
workers of all political factions crowds: 
together in a solid mass, about 100 
strong, and 
everyone seemed to be 


armed. For a minute or two the dis- 
charge of weapons sounded like a volley 
of musketry. Hundreds of citizens gath- 
ered at every point of vantage to witness 
iho battle, which, however, was of short 
duration. These onlookers 
trembled 


with wild excitement. Many residents 
Uong the boulevard added to the general 
feeling of terror by loaning from win- 
dows, shouting and gesticulating wildly. 


In less than live minutes from the 


Lime the first shot was fired, however, 
the blur coats from station No. :t had 
appeared on the scene and quieted the 
disturbance. Pryor'n men are claiming 
Oiilliiluiii was an innocent victim. They 
assert it was Jerry Pate, an A.P.A. 
man, who tired the first shot, and that 
was the shot that killed Callnhan. Pate 
was serving as constable, having boon 
appointed by a Westport justice to servo 
a warrant for tho arrest of Jonn Pryor, 
Jim Pryor his son, and Hert Pryor for 
alleged felonious assault on a citizen 
earlier in the day. 


'ryor's side of the case gets eomo 


co or from tho fact Unit Harry Arthur, 
who is one uf Pryor's followers, says 
ie himself is the man that shot Pate in 
the faco. 
J.B. Kosnali was shot through tho 


kidneys, and will die. 


Pate Fleming was shot in Iho shoul- 


lor. 


Jerry Foivlcr wns also shot. 
John Mctiowan was also shot, but not 


seriously. 


Eight arrests have been made, four of 


vliom participated in tho riots. 


Alwut a do/en arrests have been made 


n connection with 
the rioting and 


urther arrests will l>e iniulo tomorrow. 
No further disturbance has occurred to- 
light, and It is thought there will bo no 
urther trouble.

THE SUPERVISORS DISCUSS THE 


SUaiKCT. 


Fresno Cinmtv Will Probably 
Ito 


Put fu the Tenth 


Class. 


There is every probability that Fresno 


county will he rcclassilied before the 
nett election. The supervisors consid- 
ered tins subject yesterday, and all 
smiled to favor such a course, while 
some of them were particularly anxious 
to bring about the change. 


While nothing definite wus accom- 


plished yesterday, it is the intention of 
the board to arrange all the prelimina- 
ries of tho reclassilication at their pres- 
ent session, so that 
no more time 


may be lost. The district attorney will 
probably be consulted today, and"asketl 
to give bis opinion on the matter and 
point out the method of procedure to be 
taken. 


This measure is an economical one 


and will no doubt meet with the ap- 
proval of every taxpayer in the county. 
The expense of' conducting the county 
government is very great and the un- 
wise expenditures of the board of su- 
pervisors helped to raise the taxes to an 
oppressive figure. 


The county will probably be reclassi- 


fied under tbe tenth class, winch re- 
quires a population of from 25,000 to '28,- 
000. 
Fresno county's population prior 


to its division bad about 32,000 popula- 
tion. The formation of Madera counU 
took about GOOO from this number, leav- 
ing 26,000. It is hardly likelv that 
there has been a very large increase 
since the last census; at all events the 
population is not too large to admit the 
coiintv to the tenth class. 


It hi" believed that quite a saving will 


be effected by thid course. There is no 
provision for deputies in counties of the 
tenth claps, thai, exnenee fallini; upon 
the principals; while at present depu- 
ties are either provided 
by law or 


granted by the supervisors The salaries 
for county oil tours of the tenth class are 
as follows :
